Arson attack at shop

Business owner watches in horror on CCTV cameras as attack unfolds 


THESE shocking pictures show the 
moment an arsonist approached a 
shop and shoved a flame through 
the letterbox. 

The man struck in the early hours 
of Sunday morning - and the own¬ 
er watched the incident unfold on 
CCTV from his home. 

Brett Leader was woken up by 
an alert from his fire and burglar 
alarms at 12.51am on Sunday. 

With co-owner Mary Heppell, 
Brett watched Mildenhall Vape 
Shack, on the High Street, fill with 
smoke after the man was seen post¬ 
ing something alight through the 
letterbox. 

The shop sells electronic ciga¬ 
rettes and e-liquids, which have be-

come popular as an alternative to 
smoking cigarettes. 

Brett said: “After the alert we 
checked our CCTV to see what was 
happening and saw it was smoke 
filled. We don’t live far away so we 
ran down there. When we opened 
the door, the mat on the floor was 
on fire. It was blazing at this point. 

“Whoever had done this had used 
an accelerant and the whole shop 
stank of petrol. With the severity of 
the initial flames, which were near¬ 
ly up to the ceiling, we were lucky 
the whole shop didn’t go up.” 

A heavily woven mat at the door 


of the shop was on fire and while 
Brett went to get water to douse the 
flames, Mary grabbed it and pulled 
it outside of the shop. 

Thanks to their quick actions, 
the shop was only smoke-damaged 
and no stock was lost. 

Brett and Mary spent Easter Sun¬ 
day and the Bank Holiday Monday, 
their first days off since Christmas, 
cleaning the shop so it could open 
again yesterday. 

However, the incident has left 
them worried about the shop and 
their safety. 

Brett said: “This was a horrifying 
and blatant attack on the shop. You 
almost expect break-ins because 
there is some kind of monetary gain 


but this is just a brazen attack. 

“We have no idea of the motive. 
That’s the mentally horrifying bit - 
the why. Is it a personal attack on 
us, an attack on vaping or an attack 
on the shop? We have no idea.” 

Suffolk police attended the inci¬ 
dent. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“A small stick has been pushed 
through the letterbox of the shop 
which caused smoke damage. 

“No arrests have been made.” 

Brett has released their CCTV in 
the hopes that someone will rec¬ 
ognise the man involved in the in¬ 
cident. 

Brett said: “This could have been 
so much worse. Had it not been 


dealt with so quickly and taken 
under control, the fire could have 
spread to neighbouring shops - and 
there are flats all around us too. 

“If anyone knows who did this or 
has heard rumours about who did it 
then please report that person.”

‘Crash could 
have cost lives’ 


A MAGISTRATE urged a 
binge-drinking teenager 
to ‘learn lessons’ after he 
flipped his car onto its roof 
with his friends inside. 

Alistair Hutchinson, 19, 
of Paddock Street, Soham, 
admitted driving a motor 
vehicle when over the legal 
limit and failing to stop after 
a road accident when he ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last Tuesday. 

The offences took place 
on Wednesday, February 
17 when Hutchinson had 
drank six alcoholic drinks 
and “ranked himself 3/10 on 
a scale of drunkenness”. 

The court heard that 
his friends had needed a 
driver after their night out 
and Hutchinson decided to 
drive. 

However, he hit a parked 
car in his Vauxhall Corsa on 
Hall Street in Soham, and 
his own car flipped onto its 
roof, smashing its windows. 

In a blood test taken the 
same evening, Hutchinson 
recorded 209 milligrammes

of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of blood - more than two 
and a half times the legal 
limit of 80 milligrammes. 

A probation officer said: 
“Hutchinson ranked himself 
3/10 on a scale of drunken¬ 
ness; it could be his previ¬ 
ous level of binge drinking 
has increased his tolerance 
to alcohol. 

“He suffers from confi¬ 
dence issues; his friends 
needed a driver after the 
evening and he decided to 
be that driver. 

“He has been binge drink¬ 
ing at weekends since he 
was 18 and feels more con¬ 
fident when drinking. 

“He seems to be reliant on 
alcohol to enjoy himself and 
tells me he could consume 
a crate of fosters to himself 
before going out. 

“He has also been pre¬ 
scribed antidepressants.” 


Magistrates handed 
Hutchinson, who was not 
represented, a 12 month 
community order, 80 hours 
of unpaid work and a curfew 
from 8pm to 6am on Fridays 
and Saturdays. He was also 
disqualified from driving for 
two years. 

Chairman of the bench 
Mark Cross said: “This was 
a serious offence; this ac¬ 
cident occurred in a built 
up area and your car ended 
up on its roof after you hit a 
parked car. 

“What injuries could have 
been caused to other people 
as a result of your actions 
beggars belief. 

“Too many times in my 
life I’ve seen people injured 
in crashes; this could have 
ended up in a coroner’s 
court. 

“I hope this has been a 
good lesson; it would have 
been easy for us to send 
you to prison but we did not 
want to do that. Think about 
the dangers you put other 
people in.”

Vets save cat 
in pioneer op 


A CAT with life-threatening breathing 
problems has been saved in a pioneer¬ 
ing operation by vets near Newmarket. 

Alan, a 10-year-old Burmese, was fac¬ 
ing death after his windpipe collapsed. 

But surgeons at Dick White Refer¬ 
rals carried out a groundbreaking pro¬ 
cedure to fit a metal stent to allow the 
animal to breathe. 

The sick cat was rushed 184 miles 
from its home in Skipton, North York¬ 
shire, all the way to the veterinary 
practice at Six Mile Bottom. 

The cat’s owner, Ian Mills, paid 
£4,000 for the operation but said he 
was delighted with the outcome. 

Mr Mills added: “We are so glad that 
we were referred to a centre able to of¬ 
fer this technique. 

“It cost around £4,000 but, given the 
expertise and equipment used, and 
the outcome achieved, we feel that it 
was money very well spent. 

“We are delighted to have Alan back 
home with us.” 

Alan was diagnosed with tracheal 
stenosis - narrowing of the windpipe 
- described by the vets as “an uncom¬ 
mon condition”. 

It left the animal barely able to get 
oxygen to its lungs through the wind¬ 
pipe, which had narrowed to just 2mm

in parts, about a 16th of an inch. 

The animal could have undergone 
surgery which might have left it with 
scar tissue, causing further narrowing 
of the trachea, so vets tried a less in¬ 
vasive procedure used for some time 
in humans. 

Ion Wray, who performed the proce¬ 
dure, said: “The trickiest part, and the 
time of greatest jeopardy for Alan, was 
the moment that we had to pass the 
catheter through this very narrow gap 
in his windpipe. 

“Not only was the tiny hole, sur¬ 
rounded by scarring, very difficult 
to manoeuvre but the windpipe had 
narrowed to the same size as the col¬ 
lapsed stent. 

“Therefore, as soon as it was in place 
and until the stent was opened, we 
were completely blocking the airway. 

“That’s when ‘cool-heads’ are es¬ 
sential for all involved and it is fair 
to say that Alan wasn’t the only one 
breathing more easily once the stent 
was open and his oxygen saturation, 
which had plummeted to life-threat¬ 
ening levels, rapidly climbed again.”

The council still has 4,600 homes to allocate 
in the district, which takes into account 
existing permissions. 

The original figure stood at 6,800 homes for 
the area, with Newmarket set to receive 680 
of those due to constraints of the horseracing 
industry. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of Forest Heath 
District Council and cabinet member for 
planning and growth, said: "This plan is 
the foundation of a healthy local economy 
because it is the framework for investment in 
infrastructure, jobs and home building, built 
on what residents say. 

"I hope local people will take this important 
opportunity to comment on proposals that 
will affect the way their communities look and 
function for years to come." 

Drop in events will be held in Mildenhall 
on April 12 at the council offices on College 
Heath Road between 4 to 7pm, and at 
Mildenhall Market on May 20 between 10am 
and 1pm. In Newmarket, they will be held 
at the Guineas shopping centre on April 16 
between 10am and 1 pm, then at the Memorial 
hall on April 28 between 4pm and 7pm.

Jury out in 
terror charge 
court case 

THE jury trying the case of an alleged Islamic 
extremist accused of planning a Lee Rigby-style 
terror attack against soldiers on military bases 
in the UK resumed deliberations yesterday. 

Delivery driver Junead Khan, 25, is said to 
have used his job to drive close by air bases 
including RAF Lakenheath and RAF Mildenhall 
which host US Air Force units. 

After his arrest in July, al Qaida instructions 
for making a pipe bomb and pictures of a large 
military-style knife he had searched for were 
found on his laptop at his home, the court 
heard. Khan is charged alone with making 
preparations for attacking military personnel in 
the UK between May 10 and July 14 last year, 
which he denies. 

He is on trial at Kingston Crown Court 
alongside his uncle, Shazib Khan, 23, also from 
Luton, with whom he is jointly charged with 
making preparations for travelling to Syria to 
fight for Islamic State (IS). 

The pair deny engaging in conduct in 
preparation of terrorist acts between August 1 
2014 and July 1 5 2015. 

Sending jurors out, Mr Justice Edis asked 
them to put aside events including the terror 
attacks in Belgium, which took place on the 
day they first retired. He said: "We have all 
heard a lot about ISIS since you were last in 
this building. Just remember that whatever it is 
that has happened, and whoever's fault it is, it 
wasn't their (the defendants') fault. They were 
not involved in any of that, and your job is to 
return now and think about the evidence in 
this case, and not be affected by by any other 
thoughts." 

They were sent home at lunchtime for 
deliberations to continue today (Wednesday).

A FIREWORKS display will return for 
the first time in two years for New¬ 
market residents this November. 

After two year’s absence, the New¬ 
market Lions have found a new ven¬ 
ue for the fireworks display. 

This year, Wild Tracks in Chippen¬ 
ham has said their 60 acre site can be 
used to revive the event on Novem¬ 
ber 5. 

Christine Rawlinson from the 
Newmarket Lions said: “Newmarket 
Lions Spectacular Firework Display 
event held for over three decades 
in the village of Exning has a new 
home. 

“We have been looking for nearly 
two years for a suitable safe venue 
and have found a perfect site just 
four miles out of Newmarket. 

“Wild Tracks in Chippenham has

very kindly agreed to us using the 
60 acre site and so on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 5th this year, we will be big¬ 
ger and better than ever before with 
enough free parking for thousands 
of cars.” 


Since 1977, the Newmarket Lions 
had organised the display at park¬ 
land behind Exning House. 

However, the event was under 
threat in summer 2014 after they 
were unable to carry on using their 
usual venue in Exning. 

In June 2014, the Lions brought 
their concerns in front of town coun¬ 
cillors, who suggested George Lamb- 
ton playing fields or in the grounds 
of the empty St Felix school. 

However, no solution was found 
and the much-loved fireworks dis¬ 
play did not return - until this No¬ 
vember. 

Christine added: “Details will be 
announced in due course, but we 
look forward to seeing the thou¬ 
sands of people who have supported 
us over the 30-plus years in the best, 
most dynamic, but safest display in 
the area - with again every single 
pound made in profit going to local 
charities.”

A MAN is devastated after 
thieves broke into his garden 
and stole his dogs. 

David Chrzanowski, 64, 
returned to his home in 
Mildenhall Road, Ford- 
ham, at about 2.30pm last 
Wednesday. 

He found that thieves had 
broken into his shed, steal¬ 
ing tools including a circu¬ 
lar saw, a chainsaw and a 
hedge cutter. 

But he was heartbroken to 
discover his dogs, a ten-year- 
old Jack Russell named Rusty 
and a one-year-old Saluki 
called Fly, had also been sto¬ 
len from his garden. 

Mr Chrzanowski is asking 
the thieves to have a heart 
and return his dogs who are 
a huge part of his life since 
his partner died three years 
ago. 

He said: “The Jack Russell 
really helps me. 

“I have got a bad heart and 
very bad arthritis - I really 
suffer but Rusty helps me to 
sleep. He used to sleep under 
my arm on my bed. 

“He makes so much fuss 
of me and he always knew 
when I was in pain. 

“I am heartbroken. I have 
cried and cried.” 

Thieves also took three 
chickens from the garden. 
One dog was left behind, a 
lurcher called Jim. 

Mr Chrzanowski said he is 
distraught at the thought of 
the conditions the dogs are 
being kept in now. 

“I keep thinking about 
them being left in a cold 
shed being starved to death. 
I can’t get the image out of 
my mind.

A TODDLER has started walking in¬ 
dependently following life-changing 
surgery after being diagnosed with 
cerebral palsy. 

Sebastian Brokenshire-Dyke, 3, 
from Snailwell, has taken 14 inde¬ 
pendent steps in a row, managed to 
stand without any splints, and walked 
well with canes. 

And on Friday, Cerebral Palsy 
Awareness Day, Seb and his family 
were celebrating his achievements - 
and urging others to be more open- 
minded to disability. 

Seb’s mum Lorna said: “It’s very 
emotional to see Seb walk. It is all we 
have ever dreamed of and has reset 
what we thought we would have as a 
family. While everything is different 
and will always be different - he will 
always have cerebral palsy - now he 
has these opportunities and we know 
there are no barriers. 

“There is nothing that he won’t be 
able to do. Everything will need hard 
work, but he will be able to do it if he 
puts that work in.” 

Lorna and her husband, James, 
who also have another son, Solomon, 
Seb’s twin, spent a year fundraising 
for Seb’s legs’ after he was diagnosed 


NATALIE ROBINSON 
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with spastic diplegia at 15 months 
old. 

Supporters raised more than 
£100,000 so Seb could travel to the 
US to have a procedure called selec¬ 
tive dorsal rhizotomy, which allows 
nerves to be severed to reduce or eli- 
mate spasticity. 

Since his surgery, Seb has come on 
leaps and bounds, and Lorna said the 
family was in a very different place 
since last year’s Cerebal Palsy Aware¬ 
ness Day. She said: “Our perceptions 
of achievement have changed in such 
a profound way. 

“The small milestones are pro¬ 
found. There are so many moments 
that we can celebrate. 

“It is an incredibly exciting 
time for our family watching Seb 
learning to do the things we 
feared would be forever out of his 
reach. 

“We can’t wait for the day we will 
see him walking unaided holding 
Solomon’s hand. It’s all we could ever 
wish for and it really isn’t going to be 


too far away now.” 

Lorna said she wished she could 
have found more support after her 
family’s diagnosis. 

“I wish I had come across people 
who said it was all going to be OK,” 
Lorna said. “I remember saying I 
wanted to fast forward and know eve¬ 
rything was going to be OK and then 
come back, rather than living with a 
life of fear. 

“But no matter what or how severe 
a disability is, there is support and 
opportunities for children to receive 
their best potential. 

“It’s a dark place to receive that di¬ 
agnosis but that doesn’t mean there’s 
no hope. There is light beyond it.” 

And Lorna called on others to “not 
judge a book by its cover” if they see a 
child with disabilities. 

She said people should look be¬ 
yond their mobility needs or equip¬ 
ment and see the child. 

She added: “Our children are all the 
same, regardless of whether they have 
a diagnosis or label. We are all differ¬ 
ent - just some differences are more 
obvious than others.”

Airmen save runner’s life

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TWO airmen from Lakenheath 
helped to save the life of a run¬ 
ner who stopped breathing dur¬ 
ing a half-marathon last month. 

Airman 1st Class Ryan Green 
and Senior Airman Roland Al- 
mendarez came to the rescue of 
the runner who collapsed close 
to the finish line at the Cam¬ 
bridge Half Marathon. 

Airmen Green and Almen- 
darez were volunteering at the 
event and controlling traffic 
when they saw the man collapse 
near the end of the race. 

Mr Almendarez noticed 
the man was unconcious and 
searched for emergency services 
who had passed where they were 
standing just minutes before. 


Mr Green immediately started 
performing mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation after realising the 
man had no pulse and wasn’t 
breathing. 

He was assisted by an off-duty 


nurse who hurdled a barrier to 
carry out chest compressions. 

“He came back around, took 
a few breaths, I felt a heartbeat, 
and then he was gone again,” Mr 
Green said. 


“I didn’t think about anything 
but saving his life.” 

Emergency services then took 
over the efforts and rushed the 
man to hospital, where he has 
since recovered. 

Lieutenant Corporal Tara Op- 
ielowski said: “We encourage 
our airmen to not hesitate and 
take action when it’s warranted. 

“When they see something, 
they’re trained to act upon it 
right away, and Ryan and Roland 
did that. 

“They were the essence of be¬ 
ing a man-of-action and it saved 
a life.” 

Lt Col Opielowski said that 
the man’s family was extremely 
grateful for their actions and 
believe that if Mr Green hadn’t 
been there to perform CPR, the 
man probably would not have 
survived.

Road signs to 
reduce speeds 


NEW road signs to “reduce 
anxiety around speeding” 
have been installed in Tud- 
denham and Moulton. 

Twenty new temporary 
vehicle activated signs have 
been purchased by the Suf¬ 
folk Roadsafe Board for lo¬ 
cations where there are vul¬ 
nerable road users. 

One has been placed on 
Tuddenham Road, opposite 
Fynn Valley Farm, and the 
other on Newmarket Road, 
in Moulton. 

The 20 new signs will be 
moved around the county 
with each location sharing 
the device, receiving it for 
approximately two weeks, 
three times a year. 

Cllr Beccy Hopfensperger, 
cabinet member for adult 
care at Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil said: “Speeding is often 
the biggest contributor to 
accidents where drivers lose 
control of their vehicles on 
changing road surfaces and 
in areas they are not used to 
driving frequently. 

“These new signs will 
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serve local communities 
across the county, provid¬ 
ing a warning and deterrent 
to drivers who drive without 
due care and attention. 

“Using the signs in dif¬ 
ferent locations means that 
they can be placed in the lo¬ 
cation needed to deliver the 
biggest impact.” 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore 
said he hoped the signs 
would make drivers aware 
of what speeding can do. 

He said: “Speeding 

through our towns and vil¬ 
lages in Suffolk is the num¬ 
ber one concern raised with 
me at every public meeting 
I address. 

“What we are looking for 
is a change in behaviour 
rather like the drink drive 
campaigns that started 
many years ago and we can 
do this by using a variety of 
initiatives. 

“The VAS initiative is an 


important part of this pro¬ 
cess and I really hope it 
persuades all drivers to un¬ 
derstand that speeding can 
kill and the speed limits 
are there for a purpose and 
should be observed.” 

He added: “Moving the 
signs around the county is 
an excellent way of improv¬ 
ing efficiency and ensuring 
these initiatives are as ef¬ 
fective as possible and I’m 
looking forward to their de¬ 
ployment and an improve¬ 
ment in driving standards 
in Suffolk.” 

The partnership has a 
limited number of signs, 
but parish, town and district 
councils can also opt to buy 
their own signs for their ar¬ 
eas.

100 more officers 


SUFFOLK police will be re¬ 
cruiting new officers to the 
force for the first time in two 
years. 

Around 100 police officers 
will be recruited in a phased 
process throughout the year, 
the force said. 

These new roles will take 
over from officers who leave 
the force due to retirement 
or natural turnover. 

A lift on the recruiting 
freeze means there will be 
around 1,100 officers patrol¬ 
ling Suffolk. 

The new recruitment drive 
comes due to an increase in 
council tax for the policing 
precept in the county, as 
well as an improved funding 
position from the Autumn 
statement. 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore 
said: “When I made the de¬ 
cision to raise the policing 
element of the council tax 
I promised that the extra 
funds created would fund 
extra officers. 

“The majority of those 
that responded to our coun-

cil tax consultation agreed 
with this decision. I am de¬ 
lighted to see that the re¬ 
cruitment process has now 
started. 

“By opening recruitment 
we will be able to bring in 
officers with new skill sets, 
I also hope that we will be 
able to recruit officers to re¬ 
flect the new communities 
in the county. 

“This means the work¬ 
force should become more 
representative of the in¬ 
creasing diversity of Suf¬ 
folk’s population which is 
exactly what we want.” 

Gareth Wilson, chief con¬ 
stable of Suffolk, marked 
the announcement as “good 
news” for the force. 

He said: “It is very good 
news that we have been able 
to open our doors to new re¬ 
cruits. Every year, a number 
of officers leave the organi¬ 
sation as they reach the end 


of their service or move to 
new careers, and we must 
ensure that we retain the 
right number of operation¬ 
al constables to keep our 
county safe. 

“As the Chief Constable, I 
want to ensure the Constab¬ 
ulary reflects the communi¬ 
ties we serve and as such, 
applications are particularly 
welcomed from black and 
minority ethnic communi¬ 
ties and other under-repre¬ 
sented groups. 

“I look forward to wel¬ 
coming the new student of¬ 
ficers throughout the year, 
who will continue to bring 
new skills, expertise and 
personalities to our teams.”
